Karl: 


I am not certain of this but I suspect the term originally comes from 
complex numbers. If you have a complex number a + bi the complex 
conjugate of the number is a - bi. In mathematics complex conjugates are 
usually used to get rid of imaginary components. I.e. if you multiply a 
number by its complex conjugate you get a%2 + b’2 (no imaginary part). 


It seems to me that Impedance behaves the same way as complex numbers 
I.e. an impedance consists of R + j X where "R" is the resistive part and 
"X" is the reactive part. Thus if you were looking to get rid of the 
reactive part you might be tempted to think of it in terms of complex 
conjugates and come up with R - jxX

which mentions conjugate matching theorems. It also discusses the 
relationship between R + jX and R - jx.

I visited my friend briefly tonight before the local club meeting and we 
installed my copy of Writelog on his computer running JAWS. The JAWS 
program handled the logging program perfectly. I had my friend sit down in 
front of it and try to use it from the initial click of the icon to the 
actual inputting of a few qso's. With my coaching he got the thing the 
first time. I am going to let him play with it during this weekends NAQP CW 
contest. 


I was impressed that it managed to read all the menus, buttons and screens 
perfectly. The only annoying things about it is that the JAWS program keeps 
saying "cursor" when waiting for the input of the first letter of the 
callsign in the logging and it also does not tell him when a dupe is entered 
but maybe there is a beep or something I can impliment that will alert him 
of those events. Maybe W5XD can fix these problems, although I doubt that 
the cursor thing can be fixed, the darn cursor blinks and that is what is 
triggering the response.

Hi Ben: 


Yes, the LED SWR bridge works quite well as a "stand-alone". I fit one into 
a "Tiny Tim" Altoids can. I had to use an RCA phono jack for the output to 


the tuner, and another RCA phono plug connected to the perfboard with a 

short piece of RG174U. The trick with this setup is drilling a hole in the lid 
of the "Tiny Tim" box to let the LED slide thru. Even with a lot of eye-balling 
and estimating the swing radius of the lid, I still ended up with a hole about 
1.75 the dismeter of the LED. One thing I hadn't thought of was to position 

the LED on the perfboard near the open end of the lid instead of back by 

the lid hinges. That would make centering the hole pretty easy. Having said 

all that, I always have my TinyTim LED SWR along when portable. Of course, 

I don't need it when I have the ZM-2, but I take it just in case.

Maybe somebody else has mentioned this. The 10K resistor from pin 7 of IC1 
limits the output available from the VXO. In my transceiver using the MRX-40, 
this produced a wide range of drive to the xmtr buffer. So, I simply paralleled 
a 2.2k resistor from pin 7 to ground, and that (1) dramatically increased the 
level of drive and (2) minimized the variation in available drive from one end 
of the tuning range to the other (about 3kHz). Now I can transmit across the 
entire range.

The ARRL Antenna Handbooks do not have any one particular author! They 
are put together by a team of Editors and authors. 


Any antenna that will work at 5 watts will also work at 1500 watts. The 
only difference is in the materials. The 1500 watt antenna requires 
larger conductors and fittings than does the 5 watt antenna. On the 
other hand, if the 1500 watt antenna is used at 5 watts it may be 
slightly more efficient because the losses will likely be lower! 


As much as you may want to think that QRP is a different brand of radio, 
it is really the same. It follows all the old rules. It can actually 
benefit from following them! 


As far as the 88 foot doublet fed with open wire is concerned, I don't 
think I have ever seen it in any League handbook. I may be wrong, I 
have only been using their antenna handbooks since 1962! It is not a 
resonant antenna and they are in favor of resonant antennas!

I think perhaps you are being a bit paranoid.. :-) 


I too have been around for a long time, (45 years, but who's counting!,) 
and suspect that what you are experiencing is because of a combination of 


factors. 


1. Ham activity (other than contesting and QRP) is down from what it has 
been in times past. This is true about CW as well as SSB. You can 
actually have a QSO on either mode in the evening and not hear a station 
other than the one you are talking to. 


2. 14.058 is kind of high in the CW band. You are getting very close to 
the "digital band" which is constantly creeping downward. Most of the 
activity is around 025 for DX and 030 to 050 for general QSOs (when there 
isn't a DX station running split and answering calls up to 14.075!!) The 
QRP calling frequency is 14.060, and while QRP'rs are an active bunch, I 
don't think 20 is one of the most popular bands for QRP. I may be wrong 
about this, but just my observation. 


3. It's true that many hams prefer to talk to their friends, and many do 
so on a regular basis. While they may not answer a random CQ, just about 
any of them will respond to a call at the end of their current QSO. 


4. Most important, band conditions in general have been pretty lousy for 
the last several months. The price we pay for solar activity boosting the 
MUF is, unfortunately solar activity! The weird propagation anomalies we 
are seeing greatly limit your potential audience for a CQ. 


5. As my Mom always said, patience is a virtue. Under the current 
conditions, don't expect to send a 3 X 3 CQ and get an answer. That said, 
don't be one of these clowns who send CQ 746 times without sending their 
call. If I hear more than 4 or 5 CQs without a call, I just tune on past. 


Perhaps it's just me, but I much prefer to look for a station with a good 
clean fist calling CQ and call HIM (or her.) Granted this is a bit more 
difficult with crystal control, since an awful lot of hams seem to have 
forgotten how to tune a bit for calls. The apparent use of 50 Hz wide IF 
filters (ok, maybe 200 Hz) on a clear band makes this even worse. This 
from someone who started with one crystal on 80M and learned to tune from 
one end of the Novice band to the other for replies! Even though it was 
only about an eighth of a turn of the tuning dial........ 


I'll be interested to hear what others think..

If you are doing a single band for CW I would go for 
40m or maybe 30m since those bands are really open 
24 hours a day at almost any level of solar activity. 


20m is a great band too and it has the advantage of 
having a samller antenna and a better or eaiser chance of 
working DX with QRP power levels. 


I would encourge you to look at a radio like the K1 4 band radio 

if you are looking for a new kit (or a similar multi band radio) since 
having a range of bands to choose from sure is nice when you 

sit down and want to get on the air for an hour or two - you 

stand a better chance of finding a band open at random hours 

if you have a few to choose from.

Beads beads beads ... 


43 material is pretty much a waste of ferrite at HF. It's characteristics 
for attenuation start to pick up at about 20 MHz, and peak at about 200 MHz. 


For HF use 77 material, also the '31' material is beginning to get popular 
as it has a little of the 43 characteristics as well. 31 is available in 
split beads where the 77 generally is not. 


What the heck is #20 material? Did you mean 20 permeability #68 material? 
Attenuation with that material starts at about one gig through 10 gigs or so 


If the 43 material provided some reduction in the interference from HF, then 
77 will do much better. Look at the charts at 

http: //www.bytemark.com/products/fermgprp.htm and 

http: //www.bytemark.com/products/fermprp2.htm 

Mix across the top, properties down the side ... nice little quick reference 
for these types of issues. 


The bottom of the chart shows the frequency range at which the material best 
attenuates RF. 


You will notice that 77 also has a much higher permeability than 43. This 
gives you more inductance per turn. Inductance at a given frequency is what 
'stops' rf junk from getting through. So a higher permeability with a 
material that absorbs the frequency better will definitely give better 
results. 


Also, once you split the bead it reduces its attenuation capability greatly. 
The closed-loop configuration of the toroidal core, or bead, is what gives 
it that superior attenuation quality. Split cores must be pressed together 
firmly to get even close to the attenuation that a solid core can give. If 
you can get away without split cores, you will see much better results. 


Keep in mind that two turns on a single core will yield greater inductance 
than two cores on a single wire. If 10 beads in a row in a given piece of 
coax works as a choke, then 5 turns on a single toroid will work better. Do 
the math; the inductance will be much higher. 


As far as the common parts that are on monitors, etc ... probably mostly 43 
material or similar. If you've noticed, the newer monitors tear up HF but 
don't touch VHF ... that's why I assume 43. Yeah, I know, assumption is the 


mother of all screw-ups, but oh well.

Operating on the FISTS calling freq is somewhat of a special case. If you 
don't have a FISTS number, they don't want to talk to you and once you 
exchange numbers, that's the end of it. But that applies only to the 
calling frequencies. On other parts of 20M, if your not DX, not many will 


come back to you either, be it CW or phone. The exception here is signing 
/QRP around 14.060 :-) 


In general, I would say any CW op is more than happy to talk to any other 
CW op. Most will try real hard to dig you out of the noise, and/or copy 
your less than perfict fist. A few won't have anything to do with you if 
you don't have a Q5 signal and perfict sending at 30 wpm, but that tends to 
be the exception. 


Answering CQ's can be more productive than calling CQ for some reason. 
Guess we tend to be a bit more picky about who we call than who calls us. 
But somebodies got to get the ball rolling and call CQ!

I beg to differ with your impressions! 


I have been a CW operator for almost 47 years now. Yes, I have worked 

others that I know, but far and away the largest number of my QSOs are 

blind calls! I don't know the other guy. I answer his CQ and trust to 
luck! (Note, i I said I answer his CQ!) 


Maybe you should re-evaluate your operating practices. First off, 
calling CQ is not recommended until you have accumulated some 
experience. Your signal will get lost in the noise, especially if you 
are running QRP. Start by answering others CQ's! CQ, although simple, 
takes some idea of how to do it! 


Another thing I recommend. Use QRO power. At least 100 watts, until 
you have at least 100 successful QSOs under your belt! Why, can't you 
work everything you want with QRP? You sure can, but experience helps 
to make up the watts! 


In my case, I have worked all states and DXCC with QRP power. I did it, 
it can be done by anyone, BUT, although I have run QRP for at least 20 
years, mostly exclusively, I have also run QRO power before that! I 
started at 65 watts, I graduated to 100 watts! I turned the power down 
to 5 watts much later. Before I ever tried to work QRP consistently, I 
had a lot of experience! 


Try it, you'll like it!

Several years ago I looked into dissecting the BayGen Freeplay for 
conversion to a QRP powerplant/etc. Once I'd inspected the clockworks, I 
found the generator to be a rather tiny Mabuchi Ltd unit - actually 
appeared to be a small DC motor that was "spun" by one of the "O-rings" 
coming off the output side of the wind-up mechanism. 


I probed the web for some published data, and found some college guys who'd 
gored one of the BayGens to pieces and pulled some measurements. Claimed 
output from the Mabuchi motor was 3vdce at 30mA - about what you'd expect to 
drive a small transistor radio. But that doesn't leave us with much for a 
QRP transmitter, eh? I did some searches for a larger generator, but 
eventually called off the search - as the clockworks seems pretty minimal 
for spinning a larger gen. 


Summary: I'm sure that some ham-like project could be implemented w/ the 
BayGen, but the original BayGen product tipped the scales at a porky 6 

pounds - stock! Add that to the incredible annoyance of the winding noise 
[RATCH-A-TAH... RATCH-A-TAH...RATCH-A-TAH...] every 20-30 minutes, and I 
ran screaming to the nearest electronics emporium to buy a 12A/H gel cell

Epilogue: One day I may return to the BayGen project, but it will have to 
wait 'til I complete my QRP WAS on lemon batteries... with the new Son 0O' 
DSW :)!

If the snap on chokes are indeed type 43 material you might find the 
the blurb below useful. 


I recently constructed a QRP "choke" balun made by wrapping 50 ohm 
RG174 (mini-me coax :-) around an FT114-43 core. The calculations 
showed the following choking impedances (X(L) in ohms) listed below: 


Frequency (MHz) FT114-43 X(L) 6 Turns FT114-43 X(L) 8 Turns 


3.5 477.4 848.7 
7 954.8 1697.4 
10.1 1377.6 2449.1 
14 1909.5 3394.7 
18.068 2464.4 4381.1 
21 2864.3 5092.1 
24.5 3341.7 5940.8 
28 3819.1 6789.5 
29 3955.5 7031.9 


Above 14 MHz or so I would expect the interwinding capacitance would 
reduce these numbers some but they will nevertheless remain good 
enough for an effective choke. 


The rule of thumb is that the choking impedance should be ten times 
the line impedance. Even at 80 meters a 6-turn choke would probably 
work fine. 


Net, net, if you have type 43 material you can probably make it work 
as a choke balun if you can get enough turns around it for the 
frequencies of interest. If, as Tracy suggested, you can find a snap 
on choke made of type 71 material, fewer turns will be needed.

Hi Wayne, 


A couple of observations. First, you mentioned that you are a new CW op. 
Well, when I first got back into radio a few years ago, after a long 
hiatus, my CW skills were back down to the Novice level or below. It's 
like the old saying "If you don't use it, you lose it". Now some of you 
may disagree on this point and say it "like riding a bike", but I find 
that unless I use CW on a regular basis, my skills deteriorate. It took 
me a good six months of practice to get my sending and receiving up to a 
decent level. Now, keep in mind, that I'm not trying to insult you here, 
but your sending may not be to the point where either it's easy to copy 
or just plain not fast enough for some ops. Also I hear a lot of ops on 
the air that have very bad spacing and cadence. It make it very hard to 
enjoy the QSO when you are straining to copy the other guy. And since we 
as a group are doing this because we enjoy it, and a lot of us are 
limited as to how much time we can spend behind the paddles, we are 
going to tend to answer CQ's from stations that are sending with the 
kind of CW "Flavor" that we like. Now, I will slow down or speed up (to 
a certain extent) to try to accommodate the other op, and I have no 
problems doing this, as a lot of times, I have asked someone to send a 
bit slower in the past as well, and my CW is far from perfect (in fact 
my head copy needs a lot of work!). I would suggest that you practice 
your CW Off-The-Air as well as On-The-Air. Get yourself a copy of the 


ARRL CW practice tapes, or listen to the W1AW practice runs, as this 
will give you a good feel of what CW should sound like. 


Secondly, it's pretty rare that I run into someone on the air that I 
have worked before. There are exceptions to this rule, and it is fun to 
run into somebody familiar on CW. Steve NOTU and I ran into each other a 
few times when I was up at weird hours working on a project last Winter, 
and it was kind of nice to hear his familiar CW (Steve's got a great 
fist!). Another instance that I can think of was just a couple of nights 
ago. I had my DSW-40 torn apart to £ix the RIT switch, and was just 
going to put it back together when I heard Glenn WA7SPY. Hadn't talked 
to Glenn in quite a while, I think since we were building our SMK-1's 
Hi, so I got the antenna tuned, hooked everything else up and called 
back his CQ. Was a nice QSO! Now, these are the exception, not the rule. 
I find CW ops very friendly and much more likely to get into a 
discussion on just about any topic, once you bring it up and get the 
NAME,QTH,RST exchange stuff out of the way. 


Good luck on your CW endeavors, we'll be listening for your call!

The most basic thing to understand about the operation of the net is that 
each party to the QSO must send a signal report and verify the signal 
report he got. So you would hear something like "you are 579", "got the 579 
you are 559", "got the 559 back QRZ?" The second thing is that just like 
with the Fox Hunts - when the mobile sends QRZ you send you call back only 
once. 


So the basic format when the mobile is running goes something like 


Mobile Station: CH DE WD3P/M CALVERT MD 

Fixed Station: KD3SX 

Mobile Station: KD3SX UR 579 K 

Fixed Station: R 579 UR 559 TU 

Mobile Station: 559 QRZ - some guys will skip the QRZ or send TU and just 
wait for the next caller. 


That is all there is to a basic contact. The mobile is not interested in 
your name or QTH. You will also notice I never sent his callsign. I also 
never sign WD3P/QRP - that just takes time. It is customary that if the 
station is weak to send the signal report two or three times - "229 229 229 
K." The mobile will usually work several station before he will ID or give 
his county again. 


If you want a QSL, they do expect a SASE. 


When there is a net control you will hear a bit more as the mobiles check 

in and the net control does a bit of housekeeping. If more than one mobile 
wants to run the second may wait his turn (QSX) or he my QSY - usually down 

2 on the CW net. The net control will announce who the mobile is and tell 

him to run the county. Most of the time there is no net control on the CW net. 


When the mobile has worked everyone he can reasonable copy is when things 
can bet a bit more confusing. This is because of the use of relays - which 
can happen with and without a net control. The standard for a QSO in the 
county hunter community is that you must exchange some information. The is 
rarely a meaningless 599 both ways. So there is a system for a third party 
to assist in the exchange of the call signs to facilitate the contact. The 
third party also verifies that each station correctly copied the signal 
report that were given to them. This ensures that information was correctly 
and successfully exchanged. You need to know about the relay system because 
the guys on the net try to be so helpful at times they may offer you a 
relay out of the blue. When the mobile finished those he can hear you will 
usually hear him ask "ANY QRP" At that point the net control, if there is 
one, or just about anyone will jump in and help. The catch is that if that 


fellow has been paying attention I must just get out 

of the blue "WD3P RST." He has decided I need a relay. If I want one I'll 
just sent something like "339 339 339 K." If I don't want a relay I just 
sent "QTA." 


Once the relay period is finished the mobile usually makes one last call 

for anyone else who needs the county. He then may or may not QSY to 40, 15 
and 10 meters. If he is going to do that he usually makes some kind of an 
announce. The net control if there is one will also make an announcement. 

I would not even be concerned about relays when you first go to the net. 

Just ignore their use until you decide if you consider them legitimate for 
you. Some guys do not accept them. But you have to know they exist as it 

can be hard to break the guys of offering you a relay when you don't want one.

The phone net is on 14.336 and is a lot more formal than the CW net. A word 
of warning if you go to the phone net. Phonetics are frowned upon there. 
Most of the time you don't need them and guys will usually ask if they are 
unclear on a call. And I have to agree with Paul, K2JG does run a tight 
ship on the phone net. He has to with 10-15 mobiles waiting run counties 
at times.

Operating on the FISTS calling freq is somewhat of a special case. If you 
don't have a FISTS number, they don't want to talk to you and once you 
exchange numbers, that's the end of it. But that applies only to the 
calling frequencies. On other parts of 20M, if your not DX, not many will 
come back to you either, be it CW or phone. The exception here is signing 
/QRP around 14.060 :-) 


In general, I would say any CW op is more than happy to talk to any other 
CW op. Most will try real hard to dig you out of the noise, and/or copy 
your less than perfict fist. A few won't have anything to do with you if 
you don't have a Q5 signal and perfict sending at 30 wpm, but that tends

> be the exception. 


Answering CQ's can be more productive than calling CQ for some reason. 
Guess we tend to be a bit more picky about who we call than who calls us.

Yes I'm aware of that. 


Any antenna that will work at 5 watts will also work at 1500 watts. The 
only difference is in the materials. The 1500 watt antenna requires 
larger conductors and fittings than does the 5 watt antenna. On the 
other hand, if the 1500 watt antenna is used at 5 watts it may be 
slightly more efficient because the losses will likely be lower! 


VV VVV VV 


Yes that's right. The point I didn't make clear is that an 
antenna that works great for QRP and up to say 120 watts might catch 
fire and burn if it was hooked to 1500 watts. 


The 88 foot antenna in point: using 450 ohm ribbon it works 
great on all bands with QRP and 100 watt stations, but with a max amp it 
would at best melt. 


So again I say we need to get the QRP antenna's in the ARRL 
Antenna Book even if they can't work at 1500 watts.
